Trust* 


Dread litnnd'a Competition. 


The beet susar trust and the tobacco 


interests have already commenced their 
war against any concession to Cuba 
tJu'ougli their trust controlled con- 
gressmen. Hcnbnrn of Iowa has set 
himself squarely against tariff conces- 
sMns to Cnba, says the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald. Ho speaks primarily for 
the beet sugar interest, but having 
Committed himself on that ground 
appeals to the tobacco Interests for 
sympathy. Neither of these interests 
cares anything about the other, bat 
each dreads the competition of a great 
Cuban exjwrt, and we Und them now 
in a very natural combination. 


There is, however, no way in which 


we could help Cuba s=o much as by a 
rediif'tion of the sugar and tobacco 
duties, and if the people who agree 
with Mr. Hepburn carry out their poli- 
cies unimpeded the country will be in 
a very bad dileir.rr.s morally. It has 
refused Cuba complete liberty and it 
has shown a disposition not to grant 
annexation, which would result in free 
trade. It prefers to Keep a bold on the 
Island •which puts it completely at its 
mercy. 


Meantime H has been making loud 


professions of huraanitarianism toward 


'uba and has emphasized their hol- 


lowness by a striking contrast between 
its treatment of that country and 
Hawaii. Hawaii, which has a much 
smaller proportion of whites in its 
population than Cuba a«d a ranch lar- 
ger proportion ot Chinese and Japanese 
coolies, is admitted to the full rights 
of an American territory and given a 
free market for iis sugar.

Washington, Nov. 1.—Judge Taft of

should be expected to set a good ex- 
ample and maintain a high standard 
>f public morality. Instead of doinu' 
bar, they do the reverse. They make 
he most infamous crime fashionable 
and a matter fur jocular remarks ratli- 
T than the most bitter denunciation 
possible, followed by criminal prosecu- 
ion and revere punishment. Between 
1,000,000 iiud £2.000,000 of bribe mon- 
»y was disbursed at Harrisburj; last 
viuter and spring by men of promi- 
nence who would consider themselves 
iiuvshly and unjustly assailed if set 
.own as anarchists. But are they not 
narehlsts? The anarchists would do- 
troy all government, but what differ- 
ence is there between tliat and cor- 
rupting government and making it a 
reproach and a shame? Republics can 
be destroyed without the shedding of 
blood by the power of bribery anil cor 
reptiop. 


'•It is no surprise to learn that the 


monstrous example ot the carnival of 
bribery at Hnrrisburg last winter has 
established itself in tlie cities and h. 
oughs of the state and (hat the price of 
votes is almost as quotable an artic! 
as the price of pork, liour or whisky. 
We hear remarkable stories o£ tin 
bribery of counciiflion in rittsburg and 
Allcglieney and in some of the smaller 
cities and even in the boroughs of the 
rural districts. 
If Icgislhitors accept 


bribes for the discharge of their pub 
iic duties. It is no surprise that the lo- 
cal legislative bodies should do so. 
Sometimes matters have readied such 
a pass that they nre bribed to do right 
as well as to do wrong. They have no 
conscience in the matter, and tbe iron- 
clad constitutional oath has no mors 
effect than so much waste paper. 


"This fearful crime Is increasing;. If 


the briberies that are talked of pri- 
vately could bo made public with in- 
controrertjbl"? testimony pf (.be crime, 
such as exists, a revolution won!;! bo 
created. The bribed rascals who sell 
their votes are bad enough and should 
be ditimmfd out of public life and into 
the seclusion of the penitentiary. But 
are they the worst of the criminals? Is 
not the crime of offering bribes by men 
of standing in business, in the profes- 
sions and in politics Infinitely worse?
